It required circumstances to de- 
velop them.

Aftor the fall oC Fort Donolson, a bi-other-in-

plied: "Yes, T know all that, but I knew Vhg 
men on tho other sido and I took tho chancos. 
You do not suppose I would have acted so if 
Leo hail hoen in command of the fort?'1 So 
when ho resolved on his march round Vicks- 
burg b}- way of tho river, ho know that he 
•was acting contrary to tho rules of war, hut 
ho took the risks, and for foar of. interference 
from Washington, ho would not let Gon. 
Halleck know what ho was doing till he was 
past recall. Sure enough, as soon as tele- 
grams could reach him, Hallock counter- 
manded the movement; but it was too lato, 
end in duo course Vicksburg fell.

on both sides began to understand th-.'ir 
business, and it was not sufo to reckon on 
errors escaping notice. Tho north, it must 
bo admitted, had a good deal of good luck. 
If Leo had had tho enterprise to break 
through Mcado's lino and join Johnston in 
N'orl;h Carolina after the surrender of Hich- 
moiid, tho war might Imvo boen indelinltoly 
proinngL-J.
